It seema thnC the American Political 
Science association wantA to Inject a IltUe 
aclence Into the workings of our political 
parties. 

That Is an over-slmpllfled statement of 

- complicated project. Even t o, It can be we n 
that the APSA'a Idea Is 6t a maOTTtude 
which makes the Hoover commission's 
recommendations look like routine spring 
hoiisecleanlng. 

Any attempt to apply political science to 
party politics will take the scientists Into 
dangerous territory, Tliey will have to con- 
tend with pressure and patronage, seniority 
'and iiectlonallsm, tradition and folklore. 

They will venture Into fields, where a pair of 
rftd suspenders, a hillbilly band, or cowboy 
sobga and twanging guitars often mean mora 
to the voters than the Issues at stoke. They 
vtll have to travel-the jjeaks of public en- 
— thuslasm-and the valley-of public apathy, 
' They will have to convince the people as well 

- M tho-politldani that polltlcal-responalbUity 
/ U a day-ln-day-out task and not an excuse 

for speeches and fireworks one year in four, 
It promises to be a rough Joun^. We wlah 
ttie aclentists well with their Idea which, as 
Mr. Edaon explains, "la to make party plat- 
— lonna-mean-what-they soy, and'to creatfl 
mon disclpllna within party organizations, 
K that their political promises will be car- 
ried out." 

The scientists would like to see the party 
policy makers get-together more often and 
with representation from the local to the na- 
-tJonal government levels. They would also 
like to see party,{ilatformB drafted every two 
years Instead of every four. They are con 
slderlng the merits of having each party form 
a national policy council to do most of the 
— ]ob that the present national committees are 
svppoKd to do and often don't. 
' These are not all the suggestions that the 
- political sclentlsts-Hre-TlftTlng- around with, 
but they indicate the direction of their 
thought. The tough job of putting this 
thought into action would be a matter of 
_I»isuasloa- -rather -than of legislation.- But 
since the AP8A Is the outfit which largely 
Initiated the congressional reorganization of 
1S40, It should not be written off as support- 
lag a hopeless catue. 

It la certain that Uils APSA Idea will 
have to have a lot of public support If It Is 
to get beyond the talking stage. Otherwise 
the professional politicians would bo likely 
to give It a condescending smile and. forget 
B. The smar t political party ought to adopt 
3(rae^f~Tne~^clontl3tfl'-Mcohitnen"datlbri"s 
vbluhtarlly and pile up a record of efficiency 
and Integrity: It then should be able to run 
away from the opposition and hide. 

But political parties, smart and otherwise, 
art packed with officials who are resistant 
to change. As long as the public doesn't com- 
- plain they arcTiot likely to Initiate Tafllcal 
reforms.

Too many of us expect the quadrcn- 
nial platform to be forgotten. We expect 
hatcheU to.b»*iimed.lQr tbe lahe-trK-unlty" 
at election time, and party divisions to ap- 
pear soon afterward. We expect dly and 
county bosses to run local politic; pretty 
much as they please. We sneer, but we ac- 
cept such things as a matter of course. 

This Is an old story, but It la aUll true. We 
may be thankful for the contrast of the po- 
litical scientists' zeal, which deserves a help- 
ing hand.
